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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 40 and 41 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Feng 
(5509425). 

Feng discloses the claimed invention using 5 ECG electrode positions, mathematically 
modifying the ECG signals to obtain altered time domain signals (figure 3), converting into 
power spectrum signals (figure 4 and column 5), and analyzing peaks against a plurality of 
evaluative standards (column 7 and number (19) for claim 41). In addition, it is inherent that the 
electrodes contain some sort of connector to connect to the ECG device (as stated in column 5, 
each wire is "connected" to an electrode). Feng does not disclose using 10 electrodes and 
placing the electrodes in the standard 10 electrode ECG locations. It would have been obvious to 
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one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the ECG device 
and method as taught by Feng, with the use of 10 electrodes and the placement of the electrodes 
in the standard 10 electrode ECG locations since it was known in the art that ECG devices and 
methods use 10 electrodes and place the electrodes in the standard 10 electrode ECG locations to 
provide a conventional electrode system that provides the physician with multiple, customary 
views of the heart beat and allows the use of multiple signals to better determine and locate heart 
disease. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Shen et al, Langberg et al, and Chamoun, are three examples of many showing the 
teaching of 10 electrodes in the standard 10 electrode ECG locations for use when determining 
power spectrum signals in ECG devices and methods.
